THE ORIGIN OF COLUMBUS. 
Mystery Surrounds Ancestry 


Which May Have Been 


Greek or Jewish. 


[.New York Tribune.] 


Success will be wished rather than 


expected for the latest effort to elu- 
cidate the mystery in which the origin 
of Columbus Is involved. 


•It was significant—though of pre- 


cisely what who shall say?—that Co- 
lumbus himself seemed to conceal tne 
story of his origin. When he gave 
to his eon the material for his biog- 
raphy, which that son wrote, he made 
no mention of the place or date of his 
birth or of the names of his parents. 
He said nothing of hla ancestry or 
elauves, excepting that all. bis. family 
ad been traders on the sea and that 
ie was himself a near relative of the 
otorlous pirate Nicholas the Greek, of 
whose, crew he was for a time a 
member. This Nicholas .and his pl- 
atlcal father bore, indeed, the name 
I Columbus, arid were known as 'the 
wo Columbi." If they were Greeks, 
nd Christopher was their close kins- 
man, was not he, too, a Greek? Or

Dr. Douglas Mawson, the Australasian 
explorer returned here today 
from

and said his expedition had been em- 
ii'ently successful.

clared that dredging had yielded the 
best collection of biological specimens 
ever obtained In the Antarctic. Many 
mineral deposits had been 
exposed;

The original expedition under Dr. 


Douglas Mawson left Hobart, Tas- 
mania, December 2, 1911, its principal 
object being the exploration and sur- 
vey of the Antarctic coastline.

of the memebrs, Lieutenant Ninnis of 
tho British army, and Dr. Herz, a 
Swiss, met with death by accident.

earlv last year the vessel was forced 
to leave before taking on board' Dr. 
Mawson and five of his companions.
